Allied Pincers in 
Lae Area Closing 
in on Japanese

Allied Headquarters in the South- 


west Pacific, Sept. 15 — (/P) — Jap- 
anese faced with annihilation at 
Lae, New Guinea — a fate which 
has overtaken most of the routed 
Salamaua garrison — fell 
back 


•today before Allied pincer forces 
from prepared positions on 
two 


sides of the big air base. 


Thunderous? artillery exchanges 


and aerial bombardments by both 
sides intensified the struggle. 


Allied forces landed from the sea 


above Lae Sept. 4 now stand only a 
mile from the southern end of the 
IWalahang airdrome, the bigger of 
two a . Lae. This force reached that 
point by seizing the village of New 
Yan'ga, half way between the air- 
drome and the Busu river.

As the work progressed, 
orders were given to 2,255 subcontractors in 
309 towns, in 29 states.

These encounters have recurred 


time and time again. A typical 
was witnessed today by this cor- 
respondent. The Americans 
had 


sneaked toward the highground in 
flat country on either side of a 
road. Lighter units were farther up 
the road. Everything was peaceful 
except for the artillery shelling of 
the enemy ahead. Horses and co\Vs 
grazed near by. 


Suddenly the word spread that 


German tanks were coming. This 
correspondent withdrew from the 
area between the opposing forces. 


The German tanks had barged 


through the American Infantry, but 
caught hell when they encountered 
the massed artillery. The tanks 
dodged through wooded areas and 
sneaked from one clump of trees 
to another. After a brish encounter 
the enemy withdrew. The Ameri- 
can gunners wore disappointed to 
learn there were only Ten Ger- 
man tanks in this attack. . 


The Americans are feeling con- 


fident although the general situa- 
tion is difficult until the Germans 
are driven from high ground.

"We are for business dealings 


with people in foreign countries. 
The American has traditionally 
roamed the face of the earth— 
bringing back new things to 
make life better and happier 
for our citizens,-and carrying 
the gospel of the American 
standard of living to people in 
other lands.'..; . Of course/when 
JVrrterlcan business men do bugi-

must do"business the way that 
country does it i .- . For ex- 
ample, our government in 1922 
urged American companies to 
secure rights to produce oil in 
the Near East.
